Act 750.508 Michigan Vehicle Cade (MSA 28.776} (as amended 
1957, Act 242). 

“Vehicles equipped with short wave length radio receiving 
sets.” 

“Sec. 508 Any person who shall equip a vehicle with a radio 
receiving set that will receive signals sent on frequencies assigned 
by the Federal Communications Commission of the United States 


__of America for police purposes, or use the same in this state unless 


such vehicle is used or owned by a peace olticer or a bona tide 
amateur radio operator holding a conditional, general, advanced or 
extraclass amateur license issued by the Federal Communications 
Commission, without first securing a permit so to do from the 
commissioner of the Michigan State Police upon such application 
as he may prescribe, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable 


by imprisonment in the county jail not more than 1 year or by afine 


of not more than $500 or by both such fine and imprisonment i in the 
discretion of the court.” 

Federal Law, as stated in the Communications Aci of 1$34, can 
be summerized as follows: If you hear a radio transmission to 
which you are not a party {i.¢., you are not the sender, recciver, or 
authorized by either}, you may not communicate what you heard to 
any other person; you may not use the information for your 
personal benefit; and you may not use the intormation to assist you 
in commiting an illegal act. 

It is not illegal to monitor police calls or have a police receiver 
in your hame, as long as the above rules and laws are not broken. 

It is illegal to use one in a vehicle in the state of Michigan

abundant habitat in Michigan's 
jack pine country in the Mio- 
Lewiston area where natural 
fires maintained large areas in 
young, evyenaged trees. 

Modern forest mananement, 
including fire control, has all 
but eliminated the preferred 
nesting areas. Direct habitat 
management will be necessary 
to preserve this species which 
has declined to less than 150 
pairs. 

The bird, which winters in the 
Bahama Islands, is so vulner- 
able that one violent storm 
during its migration or one 
major fire in its remaining 
nesting sites could eliminate 
the snecies

Highway Commission Chair- 
man €. V. Erickson said that if 
gas tax revenues for the Jan- 
uary-June period equal revenue 
for the same period last year, 
“we will be off only $19 million 
from our gas tax projection for 
tiscal 1974-75, made a year ago 
when the energy crisis was just 
beginning.” 

The Commission is monitor- 
ing revenue on amonihiy basis 
to determine if and when lo 
implement its contingency plan 
based on declining revenue. It 
would reduce spending for state 
highway programs on a priority 
basis. 
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High Court Can’t 
Rule By Decree 


A Michigan Sunreme Gourt decision last week 
claiming the court has “inherent power” to legislate 
appropriations matters can only be described as an 
arrogant misreading of the separation of power 
doctrine. 

The case in question involved a dispute between 
Livingston County Circuit Judge Paul Mahinski and the 
Livingston Board of Commissioners. Mahinski, as 
presiding judge, negotiated a contract for county court 
employes (who were represented by a union) covering 
their salaries and working conditions. 

He subsequently ordered the county commission 
to implement the contract agreement. Commissioners 
balked, claiming this amounted to the judiciary taking 
over the legislative body’s appropriations powers. 


The Supreme Court last week, by a five to two 
vote, upheld Mahinski and contended that focal 


governments do not have the final authority to limit the 
amount of money appropriated for local court salaries 
and working conditions. 

What this amounts to is that the Supreme Court 
majority nas taken upon itself the authority to legislate 
by ordering elected local government officials to pay 


whatever .a iudae and court administratars sav thev.. 


must pay, even if the iocal officials don't feel it is 
within their budget. ; 

Two dissenting justices, Charles L. Levin and 
Thomas G. Kavanagh, appropriaieiy rejected this elitist 
view of their bench colleagues. Levin and Kavanagh 
said ihe cours do not possess inherent power to 
appropriate money and called the majority cpinion a 
“rueful precedent.” 

For several years the high court justices have been 
trying to bring lower courts under total state funding to 
end local bickering. We agree that is the best answer 
since all courts are an arm of the Supreme Court and 
thus part of the same state agency. 

The Supreme Court majority, however, is doing 
nothing for its own cause or credibility by using such 
strong arm tactics to make its point. Nor is there any 
sense in the high court's kindly advice to local units 
that they can always appeal if they are not satisfied 
with a judge’s appropriations decision. 

Appeal to who? Any appeal would ultimately go 
back to the same judges who just made the Livingston 
County decision. 

A. Barry McGuire, executive secretary of the 
Michigan Association of Counties, characterized the 
Supreme Court's decision aptly when he said: “The 
club has ruled in favor of the club.” ; 

Our congratulations go to minority dissenters 
Charles Levin and Thomas G. Kavanagh for refusing to 
go along with “the club.” The courts of Michigan must 
have adequate financing, but not by judicial decree.
